Next, plans 
must be made to. develop these 
potentials, to see that the word 
gets around, and to make sure 
that motorists (tourists) are in- 
formed about what your com- 
munity has to offer. Finally, an 
all-out effort has to be made to 
rally everyone in the community 
to support such a program. 

Do not leave the impression that

your ‘community “wants: - lasting 
results, it should regard its ‘tour- 
ist development program as a

To take charge of this effort, 
your community must .create a 
small organization that will be 
responsible for carrying the tour- 
ism promotion ball. There is no 
fixed formula for the organization 
of such a group, or where it shall 
operate within the community 
structure.
